'‘Romance'’ is now used to describe 
almost 
any 
unusual 
occurrence in 
which a man and a woman figure, the 
Baltimore Sun says. 
Time was when 
it was confined to the elopement of lov­ 
ers, to moonlight courtship and reach­ 
ed its highest type of expression in 
“Lallah Rookh’* 
and 
"Romeo 
and 
Juliet** 
Then it came down to the 
Bertha Clay period and girls wept over 
"Dora Thorne" and "Wedded and Part 
«dT in the days 
when 
"East Lynne" 
was the stand-by of the theater. About 
that time Laura Jean Libbey got bold 
of romance at the novel end and Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox grasped It Yn Its poetic 
heart. 
And in the words of Tim Sui 
livan, 
"what 
they 
did 
to it was 
a-plenty.” 
The Sunday supplements 
then invaded the 
field, 
selling "ro­ 
mance by the page and the pound. 
So 
poor old "romance” has been lugged 
around, dragged into every book, set 
forth in every newspaper, crowded into 
every play and squeezed by the tear- 
bucketful out of popular songs. 
When two naval officers fight a civil­ 
ian over a girl, it is 
"so romantic.” 
When a Cincinnati official embezzles 
large amounts and pays them out to a 
woman in blackmail, it is "very ro 
inantic." 
When a crazed youth shoots 
a pretty young girl who has been his 
friend, then kills himself, committing 
murder and suicide and blaming It all 
on “love,” he is pictured as the hero 
of a "romance.” 
Isn't it about time to let “romance" 
rest a while, so that it may recover 
its reputation, get back in sight of its 
original meaning and not be used to 
gloss over senseless escapades, com­ 
monplace courtship and brutal crimes 
that are committed in the name of 
“love?” 
It is a sacrilege to use the 
word "love" in connection with such 
an affair. 
The use of such terms as 
“love” and "romance” so recklessly 
would be ridiculous if it did not place 
a halo around folly and crime and in 
spire ignorant creatures with the idea 
that they can be heroes and heroines 
by figuring in any sensational episode. 
This idea of creating a sensation, or 
"figuring in a romance," doubtless has 
Inspired many an ignorant, egotistical 
boy. many a vain, silly girl to enter 
into escapades that#are foolish, if not 
worse. 
One great danger in America 
Is the failure to see things in their 
true light, to separate the true from 
the false, the pinchbeak and "fake" 
from the genuine, and not to discrim­ 
inate between the good and the bad in 
society, business, literature, conduct 
and morals.. 
Real romance is rare and a very 
precious thing that brings into life 
its moonlight and its stars. 
It may

ART OF MAKING TEA. 


Revornffr Improperly Prepared He* 
wponuf hie for Much 
Slekne*«. 
Tea is responsible for many Ills, 
especially among women, the Woman's 
Home Companion says. 
While it Is 
the simplest matter In the world to 
make tea properly, it is unhealthfully 
prepared more often than otherwise. 
Tea is absolutely unfit to drink when 
the brewing process has proceeded be­ 
yond a certain point and tannin is 
liberated, but if care is taken the eviH 
of moderate tea drinking may be re 
duced to a minimum. 
The old rule 
which calls for a teaspoonful for each 
person and one for the pot is unthink­ 
able from the standpoint of the modern 
dietician. 
Such a brew is ruinous to 
skin, stomach and nervous system. 
To make tea properly and as nearly 
as can be hygienicallv buy good tea, 
preferably black. 
Heat the receptacle 
in which the tea is to be made with 
hot water, use one teaspoonful or less 
of tea to a pint of boiling water, allow 
the water to remain in contact with 
the leaves five minutes, then pour off 
and use at once. Never put the teapot 
directly in contact with intense heat. 
A very safe and satisfactory way of 
making tea is by the use of the tea- 
ball, as very little tannin contaminates 
the beverage thus made.

The hardware journal promptly called 
attention to the reduction and charac­ 
terized it as immoral, explaining in 
detail that the low-priced saucepan 
gave the public an advantage to which 
it was not entitled, as well as an 
erroneous impression tliat other trades­ 
men had been overcharging it—hence 
the immorality. 
The Birmingham house—quite fail­ 
ing to appreciate the value of the free 
advertising—came back at the journal 
seriously and heavily, and offered to 
do something handsome for Birming­ 
ham charities if an expert investigator 
declared that the prices charged had 
any taint of immorality. 
It will be seen that the American

and 
the 
American 
special reduction sale, and the Ameri­ 
can anniversary slash, could expect 
no mercy from the watchful guardians 
of English trade ethics. The immoral 
saucepan theory would be too largely 
in evidence.

The Modoc Indians in Oklahoma are 
going home—not to the lava beds in 
California, whence they were taken to 
the Quapaw Indian reservation nearly 
forty years ago, but to the Klamath 
reservation of the Modocs in Oregon, 
where they will get land in exchange 
for their allotments in Oklahoma, the 
Kansas City Times says. 
The Modocs have been homesick ever 
since they w'ent to Oklahoma, and their 
return to the Northwest is the result 
of their constant appeal to the author 
ities at Washington. 
The removal of the Modocs to Okla 
homa followed their defeat after their 
bloody campaign against government 
troops in the lava beds, where they 
were commanded by Capt. Jacki They 
assassinated and biftchered all except 
two pf the peace commission sent to 
them by the Secretary of War. 
When the Modocs reached Oklahoma 
there were thirty-nine men, fifty-four 
women and sixty children, many of 
wbcm w'ere sorely wounded. 
Among 
them were such notable leaders as 
Scarfaced Charley. Steamboat Frank 
&nd Shacknasty Jipa. Age and disease 
have cut down the Modocs until only 
sixty remain. 
Nearly all their old 
leaders have died. 
In going to the Klamath country, 
from which they fled when they en­ 
tered the lava beds in California, these 
Modocs will be among the Klamath. 
Modocs. whom they thoroughly hate 
and despise because of. the arrogance 
of the Klamath band. 
The Oklahoma Modocs were moved 
from California to Oregon, only to 
have their Oregon kinsmen say 
to 
them : 
“You can stay here, but it is our 
country. 
Your 
horses can eat the 
grass, but it is our grass. 
You can 
catch fish, but they are our fish." 
This w’as more than Capt. Jack and 
his people could bear, and they stole 
away and returned to their old haunts 
in California, 
When the Federal gov­ 
ernment tried to make them go back 
to Oregon the Modocs began fighting 
and sought refuge in the inaccessible 
lava beds» 
A commission was sent to treat with 
them. 
The commission established its 
camp about two miles from the retreat 
of the Modocs, in the lava beds, and 
midw'ay was pitched a tent at w'hich 
the council should be held. 
No sooner had the commissioners as­ 
sembled in the tent than they found 
that death was at hand. 
Capt. Jack 
suddenly shot Gen. Canby, adviser of 
the 
commissioners. 
Rev. 
Ebenezel 
Thomas, a commissioner, also was 
slain and his body robbed and muti 
lated. 
Two of the commissioners es 
caped. 
The United States government then 
put a large body of troops in the field 
and the Modocs were pursued night 
and day until they surrendered. Oct 
2, 1873. 
Capt. Jack, Black Jim. Bos 
ton Charley and Schronchin Jim were 
hanged at Fort Klamath, Ore., for the 
murder of Canby and Thomas. 
Soon 
afterward the California Modocs were 
taken to Indian Territory.

W hat “ M ercerised” Mean«. 
Mercerized cotton was first intro­ 
duced as a substitute for silk some ten 
or twelve years ago, although the pro­ 
cess of making it was invented about 
1840 by a celebrated English dyer, 
John Mercer. He discovered that wher 
cotton, either in cloth or yarn, was sub­ 
jected for a short time to the action 
of strong caustic alkali, and then thor­ 
oughly washed, the resulting material 
was much stronger than before, had 
shrunk very considerably and had a 
much greater affinity for dyestuffs. 
Mercer patented his discovery and 
made some use of it in calico printing 
but the process was nearly forgotten 
until, In 1889, It was discovered that 
by proper treatment cotton could by 
this means be made so lustrous as to 
compare not unfavorably with silk. 
To make cotton lustrous, the goods, 
after dipping into the strong alkali, 
are kept firmly stretched, and their 
strong tendency to shrink resisted, un­ 
til the alkali has been thoroughly 
rinsed off and the last traces neutral­ 
ized with a little acid. 
If this is done 
carefully, when flnaly dried the cot­ 
ton fibres will be found drawn out 
smooth and lustrous, while still retain­ 
ing their new qualities of strength 
and increased dyeing power. 
To get 
good results in this process the mate­ 
rials treated, whether in yarn or cloth, 
must be made of the very best and 
longest stapled cotton, preferably Egyp­ 
tian, and when well done the results 
are extremely satisfactory. The lustre 
Is not as good as the very best silk, 
but it is quite well marked and for 
replacing the cheap grades of heavily 
weighted silks, as, for instance, for un­ 
derwear, linings, etc., the mercerized 
goods are of very great value, owing 
to their strength and durability, as 
weJl as their cheapness.—Craftsman.

INDIANA MURDER 
MYSTERY GROWING 


Slayer ol Mrs. Allison Is Sllll 


al Large. 


Richmond, Ind., April 9.—The fact 
th at the murderer of Mrs. Frank Alli­ 
son has not been captured has intensi­ 
fied the public feeling rather than 
diminished It, and it is likely that the 
county commissioners will be asked 
to offer a substantial reward unless 
the developments shall result in an 
arrest. 
There Is no feeling against 
the authorities, for it is known that 
they are putting forth every effort to 
solve the mystery, but the fact that 
there is at large in Wayne county a 
fiend whose brutality is almost with­ 
out parallel in the county’s criminal 
history has aroused sentiment to an 
unusual degree. 
The m urder o f Joseph Lucy, the 
Washington township recluse, three 
years ago, was a crime somewhat sim­ 
ilar to the Allison murder. 
Lucy lived 
alone in a cabin near Milton, and ac­ 
cording to the stories told in the neigh­ 
borhood, he had considerable money 
stowed away in the rooms. 
One morning his body was found 
on the floor of his bedroom. 
His skull 
had been crushed with a club. 
A 
search for his money had been made, 
but It failed, for when an investiga­ 
tion of the murder was made by the 
authorities, several thousand dollars 
in gold were found secreted in the 
garret. The mystery of Lucy’s murder 
was not solved. 
There are some who believe that 
both the Lucy and Allison murders 
were committed by the same person.,

The 
destruction of the house by fire re­ 
moves what might have developed into 
valuable clues, but there is evidence 
that coal oil was used to fire the house, 
and that the fluid was even poured on 
the clothing of Mrs. Allison.

Since his return to Washington Mr. 
Walsh had lived most of the time in 
this room. 
Mr. Walsh's wealth haa 
been variously estimated at from $10,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000. 
His daughter 
married Edward McLean, a son of 
John R. McLean, the publisher. 
Mr. Walsh was a friend of the late 
King Leopold of Belgium, and at the 
time of the king’s death was one of th e 
few men in this country to come for­ 
ward with a statem ent in his behalf. 
The present king of Belgium only re­ 
cently presented to Mr. W alsh’s little 
grandson 
a solid gold cradle.

Holland is the paradise of the skater 
without doubt, but Holland, contrary 
to the prevailing notion, is not all of 
the Netherlands, which is the official 
title of the country , but only one ot 
the provinces, so that a Frieslander 
may say that he is going down south 
to Holland for the skating carnival 
and still not leave the boundaries of 
the Netherlands. 
And, also, we must 
not confuse the peoples of the east and 
w'est banks of the Zuy der Zee (pro­ 
nounced Cider Sea) with the free Frie- 
sians of the north, who are a different 
people, have their own .skating cus­ 
toms and costumes and hold rigidly 
to their clan rules. 
While their skates 
are very long, thin bladed and rather 
flat on the foot, those of the south are 
heavier, thicker and much curved at 
the toe. 
The 
F^esian .skates swiftly 
and 
straight, while the Hollander around 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam 
is more 
phlegmatic, and in movement more 
eccentric too, as he glides along with 
a wide rolling movement, taking long 
curves and using the outside edge of 
his skates. 
This is what we know as 
the Dutch roll. 
There is a difference, too, in the 
skating courses, thai of the alert Frie­ 
sian being straight and narrow, while 
the Amsterdammer or the Markenite 
will sweep for himself a broad four or 
five y ard pathway as clean as he knows 
how to make it. 
When I first saw these pathway s, 
George W. Edwards say s in Collier’s, 
rather marveled at the care of the 
authorities in cleaning away the snow 
so that we might better enjoy the 
sjy ort, but upon say ing so to my inde­ 
fatigable Dutch friend, he laughed and 
shrugged his shoulders at me, then told 
me that it was necessary to keep them 
open for traffic, and that the beautiful­ 
ly swept iceway was for business—y ou 
see the Dutchman has no sentiment; 
he skates because he has to. 
It has been said that the Dutchman 
shows a most admirable sy stem 
of 
cleaning away the snow—and no won­ 
der; he has been at it for centuries. 
Near the large cities it does not seem 
as wonderful as in the country , where 
the villages are sometimes widely sep­ 
arated. 
But after each snowfall the 
sweepers are seen busily at work, and 
the surface of the Ice is cleaned in sur­ 
prisingly quick time. 
Large ironshod 
constructions 
are 
used, drawn 
by 
horses, 
and, 
curiously 
enough, 
the 
racks or fissures 
and 
the 
uneven 
places 
are mended 
by pouring hot 
water into them at night and then 
planing the surface smoothly the fol­ 
lowing morning. The courses are then 
marked by wisps of straw stuck up­ 
right in holes in the ice 


That the fate of Rome once hung on 
the cackling of a floek of geese is an 
old story . 
But few, even among the 
tens of thousands who annually make 
the pilgrimage to Northfield, know that 
the big conferences and the two schools 
there, which stand as the truest monu­ 
ment to Dwight L. Moody ’s memory 
were brought there by so slender a 
mischance as the stray ing of a per­ 
verse flock of Minorca hens. 
The hens belonged to Mr. Moody ’s 
mother, and, as most stories of this 
sort run, the garden belonged to a 
neighbor. 
The incident which served 
as the instrument 
of • fate 
occurred 
shortly after the great evangel through 
England. 
Mr. Moody was pay ing his mother 
a visit at the old home in Northfield, 
when a neighbor complained that the 
Minorcas were play ing havoc with cer­ 
tain bean hills in his garden, and in­ 
sisted that the hen3 should be kept 
at home. 
Mr. Moody , in a diplomatic effort to 
settle the trouble, offered to buy the 
three or four acres which exerted so 
powerful an attraction on his mother’s 
poultry . 
But the neighbor was not 
inclined to sell so small a portion of 
his land. 
He did declare a willing­ 
ness to dispose of his entire holding, 
however, and named a modest figure as 
the consideration. 
Making a quick mental comparison 
of values. Mr. Moody cried, “Done!” 
with 
characteristic 
decision, 
and 
promptly made out a check in pay ment 
for the whole farm, still not think­ 
ing that it would ever serve so large 
and vital a work as it now serves. 
It was only a fortnight 
after this 
purchase, while driving one day with 
his mother to visit a distant pasture, 
that they passed a little cottage on the 
mountainside, where a mother and two 
daughters were seated in the doorway , 
braiding hats. 
Near by was the fath­ 
er, a helpless paraly tic, and the li%ie 
family was entirely supported by the 
simple handicraft of the mother and 
two daughters. 
The sight made a great impression 
on Mr. Moody , as he realized that they 
represented a large number of y oung 
girls in the rural 
districts of New 
England, who were practically depriv­ 
ed of high-school advantages, and who 
had little opportunity for growth and 
development. 
Seeing at the same in­ 
stant a way to utilize his new-bought 
lands to the best advantage, and r e 
alizing the great need it might alle­ 
viate. he soon began to make active 
plans for the Northfield Seminary . 
The first building erected 
was 
a 
small recitation hall, with six recita­ 
tion rooms and an assembly room that 
would 
accommodate 
fifty 
students. 
Lacking funds to build a dormitory , 
Mr. Moody fitted up a wing of the old 
homestead for that purpose. Two y ears 
later, through the generosity of a man 
in New Haven, he was enabled to start 
a similar institution for boy s—the col­ 
lege at Mount Hermon. 
From such humble beginnings have 
grown the numerous beautiful build­ 
ings that now crowd each campus, with 
twice as many applicants as can be 
admitted to their classrooms, and the 
series of summer conferences which 
often muster five thousand people in 
and about the little village at one time. 


DOCTORING ORIENTAL RUGS. 


B l e a c h i n g t o I m p a r t S o f t A p p e n r a n c o 
— I’r o c e N * W e a k e n « f l a t e r l u l s . 
Of the hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars’ worth of oriental rugs brought 
into the United States annually , many 
of them are what is known to the pro­ 
fession as ‘‘washed rugs.” This means 
that brightly colored oriental rugs are 
sometimes washed with a solution of 
chloride of lime, a treatment 
which 
partly bleaches the colors and imparts 
a soft appearance to the rug. 
The chemical treatment is a process 
of washing which produces the effect 
of age and a peculiar sheen to the sur­ 
face, which is pointed out by many 
dealers as a proof of superior quality . 
The fact is, however, that the process 
of washing invariably weakens and in 
some instances destroy s the materials 
of the rug. 
The progressive effect of the chem­ 
ical treatm ent of the rug is this, the 
Scientific American say s. 
The chlor­ 
ine gas contained in the chloride of 
lime attracts oxy gen 
and 
moisture 
from the air. by which muriatic acid 
is formed. 
This eats away the vitals 
of the fabric. 
Sooner or later the 
wool and cotton in the rug become 
brittle and thus weaken the wear and 
deteriorate the wool. 
When this de­ 
terioration is complete the pile of the 
rug may be swept away by the ordi­ 
nary process of 
sweeping and the 
warp, which is the foundation of the 
-ug, becomes so weak that holes ap­ 
pear here and there and soon the rug 
is worthless. 
It not seldom happens that a Persian 
ug is too glaring in some bright hue, 
perhaps red, and is not salable. 
An 
unscrupulous dealer will subject the 
rug to the series of washings in chem­ 
ically prepared water. 
In this way he 
turns out a rug possessing a soft an­ 
tique sheen that is truly captivating 
and finds a ready purchaser for the 
doctored floor covering.
